In Memory of Mr. Larry Levenda 

Ever since I was a freshman, the uperclassmen would tell me "oh wait till you have Levenda, he's great." I never 
had him as a teacher sophomore year, but now that I am a senior I'm glad to have been his student. He was very 
inspiring and entertaining, from the Macbeth play to his little additions to the Literature dialogue. Mr. Levenda's 
assignnments would normally be a full page about our opinions or to put ourselves in someone elses shoes. He 
liked my work, along with other student's, and would read them to other classes. Normally, we would humor- 
ously argue about what writing was artistic and what was not. I was inspired by Mr. Levenda, he wasn't just a 
good teacher, he was more like a friend. 

Sadly, on May 26, 1997 he passed away. I would rather not write about the 
way he left, but more of the man he was and will always be with us in 
memory. My most fondest memory was when I asked him to be a charactor 
in my Yearbook Division Pages, his reply was. "What. ..no go bother Sanford 
and Son (Mr. Stanford) I'm too busy go away.. .wait what do you want me to 
do?" Eventually, I had my characters: Mr. Cosgrove and Mr. Levenda, the 
two most inspiring teachers I had ever been blessed to learn from, take over 
the world by aquiring a Soviet missile. In my personal opinion it wasn't the 
football star or the head cheerleader who were the most popular, but by no 
fault of his own it was Mr. Levenda. 

Another great detail about Mr. Levenda was his ability to perfectly nickname someone.

We were all given special nicknames, my girlfriend, Ricca Gann was 
normally referred to as “The Gann Lady” and we all know of Mr. Cosgrove’s nickname 
“Big-Jimmy.”

Michelle Tilly from Walsworth worked the final 
cover design on the computer from an original 
idea by Edison student Tony Valpatic. 

Paper stock is monarch gloss, and the 
endsheets are printed in 20%, 40%, and 100% 
blue and black. 

Candid photos were taken by the 
Edisonian staff and adviser. Team, senior, orga- 
nization, and sovereignty photos were taken by 
John Sykes Photography, Portage, IN. Under- 
classmen and faculty photos w ere taken by Indi- 
ana School Pictures. 

285 copies of the Edisonian w ere printed 
and sold. A two-week super sale was held in the 
fall with a $25 introductory price, but thereafter 
the price was increased to $30 or $33 w ith name 
stamping. 

This volume is the first Edisonian to be 
completely done bv desktop publishing. The staff 
used PageMaker 5.0, Typestyler 3.0, and Apple 
Scan 2.0 to design the pages on the Macintosh 
computers.
